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Toptilted hats have developed one- 


sided coiffures that are very new and 
attractive. 


It's what you do with your back 


hair that counts, these days. 


One new style of hairdressing parts | 


the hair on the right side, has a soft, 
wide wave over both ears and then 
the back hair is swirled over to the 
left side .where it ends in little flat 
curls. You wear one of the new coif- 
fure combs slanting across the back 
of your head, to hold the swirl.

Battle Fought on Greatest of Religious Holidays

Easter Sunday, the most Sacred date in the calendar of 


the Christian church, also has played an important part in 
the world's history.

The story of centuries, is dotted with major events that 


have occurred on this day—events far removed from those of 
a religious nature. 


It was on Easter Sunday in the yeaif) 


1513 that Ponce de Leon, Spanish ex-: 
plorer, discovered Folida while search-; 
ing for the fabled "fountain of eternal 
youth." He named this balmy and 
flowering area from the Spanish, Pas-; 
cua florida, ,or "Easter flower.".

Easter Island, one of the quaint Poly-., 
ncsian group in the far

Seas, gets its name from the fact that' 
t was discovered by the Dutch Ad-; 
miral Roggevecn on Easter Sunday in< 
1722. This island has aroused the won-! 
dcr of the scientific world because of; 
the finding there of traces of an an- 
cient race that erected huge stone 
nonumcnts and towers, remote from, 
quarries, in a manner that never has 
been explained. 


Fall of Napoleon

The fall of Napoleon dates form Eas- 


his disastrous invasion of Russia, the,, 
ter Sunday of '1814. Returning from 


emperor found his empire crumbling 
about him. England,, Prussia, Russia 
and Australia joined in a great effort 
against his rule. On Easter Sunday, 
April 10, Wellington defeated the last 
French army under Marshal Sault. 
The next day the fallen master of 
Europe formally abdicated at Fon- 
taineblcu and went into his first exile 
on the Island of Elba. 


Almost the last action of the Civil 


War—several days after Lee surren- 
dered to Grant at Appomattox—took 
place on Easter 'Sunday in 1865. The 
city of Columbus, Ga., an important

The Irish Revolt

Prosecutor Disagreed 


LITTLE ROCK—A provision of Act 


250 of 1933, commonly known as the 
Bohlinger salary bill, which adol- 
ished the publication of lists of delin- 
quent lands by the county clerk, was 
held invalid by Ptosecuting Attorney 
Carl E. Bailey in letters to officials of 
Pulaski and Perry counties Thursday. 
Mr. Bailey held that the entire act is 
unconstitutional. 


Mr. Bailey advised the officials that 


he was adopting the ruling of Attor- 
ney General Hal L. Norwood in hold- 
ing the salary provisions unconstitu- 
tional, but werW further and declar- 
ed the whole measure invalid. 


In his letter to the county officials, 


Mr. Bailey said jn part; 


"You are advised that I am adopt, 


ing the opinion of the attorney gen- 
eral that the act is unconstitutional. 
It is further my opinion that because 
of Ihe unconstitutionality of the fun- 
damental provisions of the bill, no 
part of it can be regarded as a con- 
stitutional enactment. 


"Answering specifically the ques- 


tion of the county clerk as to wheth- 
er the provision abolishing the adver- 
tising of delinquent lands is a valid 
provision, it is my opinion that this 
prevision of the act is invalid for 
many reasons, chief among which is 
that this provision is not germane to 
the title of the act and was made part 
of the act by amendmen.. 


"Section 1, Article 5 of the constitu- 


tion provides: 


" 'No law shall be passed except by 


bill, and no bill shall be so altered or 
amended on its passage through either 
Tiourse as to change its purpose.' 


"In many decisions of the Arkansas 


Supreme Court, it has been held that 
the purpose of this section was to pre. 
vent amendments which would not be 
germane to the subject expressed by 
the title of th« act."

In' the 
few moments of listening to him he 
had set certain things before them in 
a new light, just as if they had gone 
up upon some high peak and seen the 
surrounding country with a perspec- 
tive that had never before been pos. 
sible. 


Just what was the nature of this 


experience that the three disciples had 
on the mountain with Jesus is not re- 
vtaled to us with any detail. The rec- 
ord is that he was transfigured before 
them; but what form did that trans- 
figuration take? Apparently there was 
some physical manifestation in which 
they saw him in a glorified light, some 
outward evidence of his uniqueness 
and greatness that 
matched 
the 


uniqueness of his teaching and the 
great purposes to which he had called 
them. In this vision in which Jesus 
became glorified there was repre- 
sented, also, the fellowship with the 
two groat historic figures of Israel, 
Mcses and Elijah.

Demand for Horses 


Causes a Shortage 


DAVIS, Cal.—(/P)—Wit:, the 
cau- 


tion "it is neither profitable nor prac- 
tical to raise horses as a separate and 
distinct farm enterprise," C. E. How- 
ell, animal husbandman in the Cali- 
fornia Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion says, nevertheless, there is a 
shortage of desirable types.' 


More buyers were in the California 


market this year than in five years 
past, he states, and "at a time when 
horsepower is sadly needed, the sup- 
ply is diminished." 
In 10 years, the 


number of horses in the 
state has 


shrunk from 400,000 to 275,000 and "a 
large number now on the farms are 
eleven years old or over."

We may. well 
doubt whether even with faith and 
heroism men and women who have 
accomplished great things would have 
had the power to go on had it riot 
be.en for the inward or outward help 
of such revelations. The rationalism 
that seeks to explain away all such 
experiences is not true to life, nor is 
it sound psychology.

as he proclaimed the tr,uth, said, "\ye 
never saw it in this fashion." In' the 
few moments of listening to him he 
had set certain things before them in 
a new light, just as if they had gone 
up upon some high peak and seen the 
surrounding country with a perspec- 
tive that had never before been pos. 
sible. 


Just what was the nature of this 


experience that the three disciples had 
on the mountain with Jesus is not re- 
vtaled to us with any detail. The rec- 
ord is that he was transfigured before 
them; but what form did that trans- 
figuration take? Apparently there was 
some physical manifestation in which 
they saw him in a glorified light, some 
outward evidence of his uniqueness 
and greatness that 
matched 
the 


uniqueness of his teaching and the 
great purposes to which he had called 
them. In this vision in which Jesus 
became glorified there was repre- 
sented, also, the fellowship with the 
two groat historic figures of Israel, 
Mcses and Elijah. 


The disciples were swept off their 


fasitng in Los Angeles and having 
dinner in New York. Their flying 
time was 14 hours and 23 minutes, or 
an average of 180 miles an hour.

Griffin Smith, took steps Fri- 
day to begin refunding Ar- 
kansas' state highway debt of 
146 millions under provisions 
of Act 167 of 1933 (the Ellis 
bill), which authorized issu- 
ance of 25-year 3 per cent 
bonds to be exchanged for all 
existing bonds issued on ac- 
count of highway construc- 
tion. 


It was indicated that n check of rec- 


ords of the Highway Department, the 
auditor's office and the treasurer's of- 
fice will bo made to determine the 
amount of highway vouchers and war- 
rants 
outstanding 
February 1, 1933. 


The new law provides that such obli- 
gations shall be refunded on the same 
basis ns bonds. 


The legislature appropriated J100.000 


to pay in cash old amounts in excess 
of the denominations in which the new 
bonds will be Issued, and provided that 


. - iiye-iearjhotes shall ;be issued in,payr 
"""ment of interest accruing" 10' May 1 


this year, when all the 
refunding 


bonds will be dated. 


Mr. Leonard pointed out that several 


thousand persons hold highway war- 
rants issued for labor or materials in 
1931 and 1932. Hundreds of these war- 
rants call for amounts of less than 
$100, 
the smallest 
denomination 
in 


which the new bonds will be issued. 
The board discussed possibility of fi- 
nancing such small warrants in some 
JjPi'nnncr that would not require the 


holder to pay to the state the differ- 
ence between the amount of the war- 
rant and a bond for $100, but no de- 
cision was reached. 


To Start Exchange Soon. 


The treasurer wus instructed to pre- 


pare the form of the bond, which will 
he submitted to the board soon after 
which proposals will be received for 
printing the bond forms. As soon as 
bonds are ready, the board will invite 
holders of nil forms of highway obli- 
gations to exchange them. 


Mr. Leonard has received about 


$4,000 of direct state highway bonds 
for refunding and said that several 
holders of road improvement district 
bonds, submitted for refunding under 
the 1932 law, have indicated that they 
would accept whatever refunding plan 
the state offered. 


Governor Futrell said he knew of a 


block of $40,000 of state highway bonds 
that will bo offered as soon as the 
board's plans are completed. 


Approximately $13,000,000 of road im- 
irovomuil district bonds were rcfund- 


VU under Act 15 of 1932 special session 
before funds for that purpose became 
depleted. Bonds amounting to about 
$12,000,000 had been submitted for re- 
funding, but most of them have been 
returned to the owners. 


Opposed hy Marketing Firm 


The Ellis act has been bitterly as- ' 


sailed by representatives of Halscy,' 
Etuart and Company, which marketed 
all of the direct state bonds issued 
since the beginning of the Martieau 
road program in 1927. The holders of 
the $84,000,000 of these direct obliga- 
tions contended that the state gave 
them a prior lien on all gasoline tax 
and motor vehicle license revenues, 
to the exclusion of holders of other 
obligations assumed by the state, wh 
obligations assumed by the state, which 
included $47,000,000 of old road im- 
provement district bonds taken over 
in 1U27.

WASHINGTON—Ancient 


memories of the -old Capitol 
bar floated back as it began to 
appear that beer again would 
be served in the house and 
senate restaurants. 


But only to a few. The lone mem- 


ber of congress whose service dates 
back to the days of the bar is Repre- 
sentative Edward W. Pou of North 
Carolina, 70-year-old chairman if the 
house rules committee. He came here 
in 1901. The bar wont out in 1903, Mr. 
Pou remembers the institution, but he 
never paid mucii attention to it be- 
cause he wasn't interested. So one 
must rely on the memories of a few 
of the oldest capitol employes. 


There were judges of good whisky 


here'in those days. If you wanted a 
favor from a congressman it was more 
or less the accepted thing to invite 
him for a drink. Some members sel- 
dom made a speech without first get- 
ting slightly "oiled." And all the sur- 
viving authorities agree that the choice 
stock of liquors and wines at the house 
bar was one of the boasts of our na- 
tion's capital.

The house bar was in the house res- 
taurant, just under the house chamber 
and it was operated by three bar- 
tenders. It had a brass rail. 


Some old-timers 
remember 
it as 


running the length of one end of the 
room and others as a horseshoe ma- 
hogany jutting out into it, with about 
35 feet of leaning space. But it was 
so well patronized that anyone who 
wanted to drink in comfort went off to 
a table, leaving the bar primarily to 
those who wanted one or two quick 
ones. 


Mark of a Gentleman 


Business was never dull, as far as 


anyone can recall. Members, lobbyists 
and constituents kept a brisk trade 
going. Night 
sessions 
sent 
large 


throngs to the (bar. 


Rye highballs and gin rickeys were 


favorites, although there were plenty 
of beer drinkers and wine drinkers. 
Whisky sold at 10 cents a glass. 


The senate never had a real bar, al- 


though liquor was served at tables and
